WHEREAS,  sustained  high  winds  with  gusts  in  excess  of  80  mph 
drove  two  wildfires  in  Judith  Basin  County  over  nearly  4  0,000 
acres  on  November  23  and  24,  1990;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  county  has  committed  all  available  resources, 
taken  all  possible  action  to  combat  and  to  alleviate  the 
situation,  and  local  resources  are  not  adequate  to  cope  with  the 
situation;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Judith  Basin  County  Board  of  Commissioners  has 
appropriated  emergency  funding  in  an  amount  equivalent  to  a  two 
(2)  mill  levy  on  the  taxable  valuation  of  the  county  pursuant  to 
Section  10-3-405,  MCA  and  has  requested  that  a  state  of  disaster 
be  declared  as  a  result  of  the  fire;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  proclamation  of  disaster  authorizes  the  Governor 
under  Section  10-3-311,  MCA  to  expend  funds  from  the  general  fund 
to  meet  contingencies  and  needs  arising  from  a  disaster. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  STAN  STEPHENS,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me  as  Governor  under 
the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  Title  10,  Chapter  3, 
MCA  do  hereby  declare  that  a  state  of  disaster  exists  in  the 
County  of  Judith  Basin  commencing  on  November  23,  1990.

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EXECUTIVE  ORDER  PROCLAIMING  A  STATE  OF  EMERGENCY 
TO  EXIST  ON  THE  BLACKFEET  RESERVATION 

WHEREAS,  cold  temperatures,  high  winds  and  drifting  snow 
have  combined  to  create  severe  winter  storm  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  blizzards  and  drifting  snow  have  caused  road 
closures,  disruption  of  essential  services,  power  outages,  and 
other  serious  problems  on  and  around  the  reservation;  and 

WHEREAS,  these  severe  winter  conditions  have  caused  life 
threatening  situations  and  imminent  threat  to  property,  lack  of 
immediate  medical  care  and  food  shortages;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Blackfeet  Tribal  Council  has  passed  an 
Executive  Resolution  #43-91  declaring  a  state  of  emergency  to 
exist  on  the  Blackfeet  Reservation  and  has  sought  federal 
assistance  through  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  county  of  Glacier  and  the  City  of  Browning  have 
requested  state  assistance  in  addressing  this  unexpected  severe 
winter  storm  and  has  found  the  emergency  is  beyond  the  financial 
capability  of  the  county;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  finding  of  a  state  of  emergency  authorizes  the 
Governor  to  activate  such  services  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
including  the  Montana  National  Guard,  to  protect  life,  health  and 
property  and  authorizes  the  Governor  under  Section  10-3-311,  MCA, 
to  expend  funds  from  the  general  fund  to  meet  contingencies  and 
needs  arising  from  an  emergency. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  STAN  STEPHENS,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the 
Constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana,  Title  10, 
Chapter  3,  M.C.A.  and  other  applicable  statutes,  do  hereby 
declare  that  a  state  of  emergency  exists  in  the  city  of  Browning 
and  the  Blackfeet  Indian  Reservation  and  lands  affected  by  this 
winter  storm. 
1.    I  direct  that  county  and  state  authorities  immediately 

address  life-threatening  situations  and  alleviate  property 


damage  wherever  possible  through  coordinated  efforts  of  the 
joint  governments;  and 

I  direct  that  major  transportation  routes  utilized  for 
necessary  and  imperative  travel  be  made  accessible  through 
cooperative  efforts  of  state  and  county  officials,  including 
the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs;  and 

I  direct  that  such  necessary  machinery  and  equipment  of 
various  departments  of  state  government,  including  the 
Department  of  Highways  and  the  Montana  National  Guard,  be 
utilized  in  an  effort  to  secure  safe  travel  and  immediate 
medical  needs  of  people  affected  by  this  winter  storm;  and 
I  direct  these  efforts  be  coordinated  through  the  State 
Disaster  and  Emergency  Services  Division,  which  shall 
maintain  constant  contact  with  government  officials  of  the 
Tribal  Council,  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs,  the  City  of 
Browning  and  the  respective  county  commissions  of  Glacier 
and  Pondera  Counties;  and 

I  join  with  the  Blackfeet  Tribal  Business  Council  in  urging 
the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  office  and  other  federal 
offices,  including  Montana's  Congressional  delegation,  to 
seek  and  secure  such  necessary  federal  funds  as  are 
necessary  to  respond  to  the  emergency  conditions  existing  on 
the  reservation.

WHEREAS,  a  comprehensive  review  of  Montana's  natural  gas 
potential,  as  well  as  the  formulation  of  a  marketing  strategy, 
would  improve  Montana's  ability  to  develop  its  natural  gas 
resources. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  STAN  STEPHENS,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  do  hereby  establish  the  Natural  Gas  Marketing  Advisory 
Council . 


I.    PURPOSE 

The  Natural  Gas  Marketing  Advisory  Council  shall: 

1.  Compile  existing  geologic  information  on  Montana's 
natural  gas  potential. 

2.  Formulate  a  marketing  strategy  to  improve  Montana's 
ability  to  produce  and  sell  its  natural  gas. 

3.  Contact  potential  markets  for  Montana's  natural  gas  to 
inform  them  of  Montana's  potential,  as  well  as  understand  their 
natural  gas  needs. 

4.  Recommend  to  the  Governor  administrative  and  legislative 
policies  that  would  increase  the  potential  to  develop  and  market 
Montana's  natural  gas  resources.

WHEREAS,  scientific  research  is  a  major  component  of  a 
state's  economic  development  strategy;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  development  of  new  technology  and  its

WHEREAS,  the  strengthening  and  diversification  of  Montana's 
economy  "will  be  fostered  by  assisting  in  the  acceleration  of

(e)  Recommendations  on  how  to  strengthen  the 
partnership  between  the  private  sector,  university  community  and 
government,  for  science  and  technological  development  and 
financing; 

(f)  Recommendations  on  how  to  improve  and  sustain  the  ■ 
infrastructure  for  research  and  research  training;  and 

(g)  Recommendations  on  how  to  achieve  research 
excellence.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CURTAILING  NON-ESSENTIAL 
OUT-OF-STATE  TRAVEL 


WHEREAS,  the  fiscal  imbalance  between  current  state  revenue 
and  funding  requirements  has  created  a  serious  problem  for  the 
upcoming  biennium  and  the  long  term  fiscal  health  of  state 
government,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  overall  fiscal  situation  of  state  government 
requires  immediate  and  far  reaching  cost  containment  measures  to 
begin  to  address  this  on-going  structural  imbalance,  and 

WHEREAS,  immediate  cost  containment  will  assist  in  reducing 
state  expenditures  and  improving  the  condition  of  the  general 
fund  and  other  revenue  funds,  and 

WHEREAS,  current  organizational  changes  and  efficiencies 
require  curtailing  expenses  that  are  not  essential  for  the 
services  of  Montana  state  government,  and 

WHEREAS,  waiting  to  address  the  funding  imbalance  until  the 
1991  legislature  is  irresponsible. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  STAN  STEPHENS,  Goverinor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana,  do  hereby  order 
the  following: 

1.  All  department  directors  shall  immediately  review  and 
curtail  all  out-of-state  travel  by  state  employees  or  state 
payments  made  for  others  who  participate  in  out-of-state  travel 
unless  such  travel  is  considered  essential  for  the  operation  of 
the  state  of  Montana.  This  order  shall  affect  all  out-of-state 
travel  that  is  not  obligated  at  the  time  of  issuing  this  order. 

A.    For  purposes  of  this  Executive  Order,  "obligated"  shall 
mean  that  the  board,  agency,  commission  or  department 
has  purchased  the  airline  or  other  common  carrier 
transportation  fare. 


B.    For  purposes  of  this  Executive  Order,  "essential"  shall 
mean  relating  to  or  constituting  an  indispensable 
necessity  for  the  operation  of  state  government  to 
attend  an  activity  outside  of  the  state  of  Montana. 
Essential  travel  shall  include  travel  mandated  by 
federal  or  state  law,  response  to  judicial  appearance 
or  specific  legislative  or  gubernatorial  directive 
which  is  approved  by  the  department  director. 

2.  All  departments  shall  report  (Form  102B)  to  the  Office 
of  Budget  and  Program  Planning  at  the  end  of  each  month, 
commencing  September  30,  1990  and  every  month  thereafter,  on  all 
out-of-state  travel  for  each  month.   The  report  identifies  the 
employee  involved,  total  cost  of  the  trip,  fund  type  expended, 
the  number  of  days,  and  the  destination  of  the  trip.   The  report 
will  agree  with  SBAS  monthly  reports. 

3.  All  boards  and  commissions  established  pursuant  to 
Section  2-15-101,  MCA,  who  use  general  fund  monies,  proprietary 
funds  or  federal  funds  and  whose  members,  staff  or  represen- 
tatives travel  out  of  state  on  official  business  shall  review 
out-of-state  travel  requests  as  follows:   (a)  a  determination 
shall  be  made  by  the  board  or  commission  that  proposed  travel  is 
essential  to  the  operation  of  state  government,   (b)  a  unanimous 
vote  shall  be  cast  by  the  board  or  commission  to  authorize  such 
travel,  and  (c)  any  unanimous  decision  shall  be  reported  to  the 
director  of  the  department  to  which  the  board  is  administratively 
attached,  for  his  or  her  consideration  and  approval. 

4.  In  the  event  federal  funds  are  saved  because  of 
curtailment  of  out-of-state  travel,  the  affected  department  or 
agency  budget  officer,  in  conjunction  with  the  Office  of  Budget 
and  Program  and  Planning,  shall  review  ways  by  which  the  saved 
funds  can  adjust  state  general  fund  monies  for  operation  and 
utilization  of  other  expenses  and,  where  appropriate,  adjust 
those  expenses  to  reduce  reliance  on  state  general  fund  revenue.

I,  STAN  STEPHENS,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana,  pursuant 
to  the  authority  vested  in  me,  hereby  rescind  Executive  Order  No. 
12-81,  and  hereby  designate  a  collective  bargaining  representative 
for  the  State  of  Montana  and  establish  the  following  procedures  for 
the  executive  branch  to  follow  in  the  negotiation  of  contracts 
under  the  provisions  of  Title  39,  Chapter  31,  MCA. 

(1)  Section  39-31-301,  MCA,  provides  that  the  Governor  or  his 
designated  authorized  representative  shall  represent  the  state  in 
collective  bargaining  with  an  exclusive  representative.  I  hereby 
designate  the  Bureau  Chief,  Labor  Relations  and  Employee  Benefits 
Bureau,  State  Personnel  Division,  Department  of  Administration,  as 
Chief  Negotiator  to  represent  the  State  of  Montana  in  collective 
bargaining  with  representatives  of  duly  certified  collective 
bargaining  units. 

(2)  For  assistance  in  representing  the  state  in  collective 
bargaining,  the  Chief  Negotiator  may  call  upon  the  Collective 
Bargaining  Policy  Task  Force,  as  described  in  paragraph  (3),  the 
Directors  of  the  Department  of  the  Executive  Branch  or  their 
designated  representatives,  and  other  employees  of  the  Executive 
Branch  as  appropriate. 

(3)  I  hereby  create  and  authorize  the  Collective  Bargaining 
Policy  Task  Force  to  advise  the  Chief  Labor  Negotiator  in 
developing  and  formulating  the  state's  collective  bargaining 
position.  The  task  force  shall  consist  of  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Administration,  as  Chairman;  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services;  the  Director  of

the  Department  of  Highways;  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Institutions;  and  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Labor  and 
Industry.  The  Budget  Director,  Administrator  of  the  State 
Personnel  Division,  Department  of  Administration,  and  the  Executive 
Assistant  from  the  Office  of  the_  Governor  shall  assist  the 
Collective  Bargaining  Policy  Task  Force. 

The  Collective  Bargaining  Policy  Task  Force  is  solely 
responsible  for  all  policy  decisions  relative  to  state  employee 
labor  negotiations  and  contract  administration.

WHEREAS,  the  51st  Legislature  enacted  House  Bill  603  (ch.  528, 
Laws  of  Montana  1989),  which  created  a  new  agency  of  state 
government  known  as  the  Petroleum  Tank  Release  Compensation  Board;

WHEREAS,  Section  2-15-125,  Montana  Codes  Annotated,  directs 
the  Governor  to  allocate,  by  executive  order,  a  newly  created 
agency  to  the  appropriate  principal  department  of  constitutional 
office  if  the  statute  creating  such  agency  fails  to  so  allocate  the 
agency; 

WHEREAS,  the  Petroleum  Tank  Release  Compensation  Board  has 
established,  in  the  exercise  of  its  functions,  a  close  working 
relationship  with  the  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental 
Sciences. 
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NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  STAN  STEPHENS,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution 
and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana,  hereby  order  that  the 
Petroleum  Tank  Release  Compensation  Board  be  allocated  to  the

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CREATING 

THE  GOVERNOR'S  HEALTH  CARE  SERVICES 

AVAILABILITY  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,  Montana  is  suffering  a  loss  of  essential  health 
care  services,  including  obstetrieal  services,  particularly  in 
its  rural  areas; 

WHEREAS,  health  care  service  providers  have  advised  me  that 
the  causes  and  solutions  to  this  problem  are  complex,  requiring 
further  study  and  public  discussion; 

WHEREAS,  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  state  of  Montana 
to  appoint  a  broad-based  Governor's  task  force  to  analyze  the 
problem  of  obstetrical  care  as  well  as  other  health  and  health 
insurance  related  issues  and  to  seek  consensus  and  propose 
solutions  to  maintain  quality  health  care  in  our  state; 

WHEREAS,  Section  2-15-122,  MCA,  authorizes  the  Governor  to 
create  advisory  councils  to  gather  information  and  make 
recommendations . 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  STAN  STEPHENS,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  2-15-122, 
MCA,  do  hereby  create  the  Governor's  Health  Care  Services 
Availability  Advisory  Council. 
I.    PURPOSE 

The  Council  shall: 

(a)  examine  the  extent,  causes  and  effects  of  the  loss  of 
health  care  services,  including  obstetrical  care  in 
Montana ; 

(b)  analyze  possible  short-term  solutions  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  increased  medicaid  reimbursement  and, 
direct  payments  for  a  portion  of  malpractice  premiums 
related  to  obstetrical  care; 

(c)  analyze  potential  short-term  and  long-term  solutions, 
including  but  not  limited  to  proposals  by  the  Montana 
Medical  Association,  the  Montana  Hospital  Association 
and  the  State  Auditor;  and 
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(d)   recommend,  on  or  before  September  30,  1991,  preferred 
short-term  and  long-term  solutions  to  curtail  and 
stabilize  health  care  services  in  Montana  and  her  rural 
areas  for  submission  to  the  52nd  Legislature.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CONTINUING  THE 
CAPITAL  FINANCE  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,  the  Governor  is  authorized  pursuant  to  Section  2- 
15-122,  MCA,  to  create  an  Advisory  Council;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Montana  State  Legislature  has  authorized  state 
agencies  to  incur  indebtedness  through  the  issuance  of  notes,, 
bonds,  and  certificates  to  the  public  to  support  a  wide  variety  of 
activities  in  furtherance  of  various  public  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  coordinated  approach  to  scheduling  the  issuance  of 
obligations  is  expected  to  enhance  marketing  of  such  obligations 
by  the  State  of  Montana;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  necessary  to  present  a  coordinated  strategy  to 
finance  Montana's  capital  investment  to  the  rating  agencies  to 
enhance  the  credit  ratings  of  obligations  issued  by  the  state  and 
its  agencies;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  desirable  to  communicate  to  investors, 
underwriters,  and  credit  analysts  the  state's  debt  management 
policies  and  financial  plans  so  that  these  market  participants 
understand  the  state's  management  and  control  of  debt  issuance 
practices;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  desirable  to  create  a  council  whose  purpose  it 
to  review,  analyze,  coordinate,  and  harmonize  the  borrowing 
patterns  of  the  state. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  STAN  STEPHENS,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  in  accordance  with 
Section  2-15-122,  MCA,  do  hereby  continue  the  Capital  Finance 
Advisory  Council. 
I.   Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  Order,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the 
following  meaning: 

1.    "Council"   shall  mean  the  Capital  Finance  Advisory 
Council. 
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2.  "Issuer"  shall  mean  any  state  agency  which  issues 
obligations  authorized  by  state  law. 

3 .  "Agency"  shall  mean  any  state  agency  under  the  authority 
of  the  Governor  as  enumerated  in  Title  2,  Chapter  15, 
MCA. 

4.  "Obligations"  shall  mean  notes,  bonds,  or  certificates 
issued  or  to  be  issued  by -any  state  agency  to  finance  or 
fund  one  or  more  activity,  program,  or  project,  including 
obligations  issued  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  income,  or 
revenues  derived  from  any  source  or  to  redeem  or 
refinance  outstanding  obligations. 

II.   Composition. 

This  Council  shall  have  14  members  consisting  of  the  following 
persons  or  their  designees:

The  Council  shall  be  chaired  by  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Administration  and  shall  be  attached  to  the  department  for 
administrative  purposes.  Employees  of  the  Department  of 
Administration  shall  serve  as  staff  to  the  Council  as  directed  by 
the  chairperson. 

III.  Duties  of  the  Advisory  Council. 
The  Council  shall:  "" 

1.  Provide  continued  oversite  of  state  obligations,  and  review 
the  form  of  obligations  to  ensure  consistency  with  authorizing 
legislation  and  state  financial  policies. 

2.  Prepare  a  state  debt  management  plan  and  review,  analyze,  and 
monitor  the  trends  in  state  obligations  to  provide  information 
to  issuers  to  make  informed  decisions  about  financing  methods 
and  the  structuring  and  timing  of  obligations. 

3.  Compile  and  continually  update  a  statewide  master  debt 
issuance  schedule  from  agency  financing  plans  to  facilitate 
coordination  of  debt  issues. 

4.  Furnish,  advise,  gather  information,  and  make  recommendations 
to  the  Governor  as  it  deems  appropriate. 

5.  Notify  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  all  meetings, 
invite  Board  participants,  and  keep  the  Board  informed  about 
Council  activities. 

6.  The  Department  of  Administration  shall  consult  with  the 
Council  in  employing  and  establishing  the  duties  of  a 
statewide  financial  advisor. 

7.  The  Council  shall  not  supersede  the  activities  or  authority 
of  independent  agencies,  but  shall  serve  as  a  coordinating 
council  to  provide  a  formal  linkage  of  information  among  and 
between  state  obligation  issuers  thereby  serving  as  an 
effective  mechanism  to  promote  fiscal  management. 

IV.  Duties  of  State  Agencies. 

1.  To  assist  the  Council  in  preparation  of  a  master  obligation 
schedule,  each  issuer  shall  submit,  as  requested,  a  financing 
plan  identifying  the  amounts  to  be  borrowed,  the  approximate 
time  of  debt  issuance,  description  of  the  projects  or  programs 


to  be  financed,  an  explanation  of  the  security  structure 
supporting  the  proposed  obligation  and  provide  an  explanation 
of  the  purpose  of  the  financing,  along  with  the  key  features 
to  the  extent  known. 
2.  All  agencies  shall  cooperate  with  and  provide  such  assistance 
as  the  Council  may  request. 

V.  Compensation.  — 

Members  will  be  compensated  as  provided  in  Section  2-15- 
122(5),  MCA.  Each  board,  authority,  corporation,  or  agency  is 
responsible  for  the  expenses  incurred  by  its  representative  on  the 
council.  The  Department  of  Administration  is  responsible  for  the 
expenses  incurred  by  legislative  representatives. 

VI.  Duration. 

This  advisory  council  shall  remain  in  existence  for  a  period 
of  two  years  from  the  effective  date  of  this  order  unless  extended 
or  terminated  by  executive  order.  This  Order  is  effective  January 
23,  1990.
